Editex’s Comment 


STAMP PRICES 
AND CONDITION 








The number of 
stamp dealers in 
this country who 
can boast a stock of superb United 
States stamps is so small that collectors 
soon learn who can deliver the goods 
when condition is the paramount de- 
mand. It therefore seems the height of 
banality for the trade in general to 
base prices upon the comparatively few 
superb stamps in existence. Would it 
not be more satisfactory to the col- 
lector and dealer alike to figure prices

on good copies? Surely there would be 
less chance of disappointment for the 
buyer if he understood that his mail or- 
der would bring a good stamp rather 
than a fine one and that he cannot ex- 
pect this ultra condition unless he is 
willing to forget prevailing quotations 
and pay in direct proportion to scarcity. 

Such an argument immediately brings 
up the question of what the word “good” 
means. In our opinion a stamp in good 
condition is one that has no straight 
edges, the perforation does not touch 
the design and the cancelation is such 
that it does not ruin the design. Nat- 
urally, a good stamp is not thin or 
punched or torn. The most it has 
against itself is off-centering. Center- 
ing has become the bugaboo of the 
United States end of the hobby and 
while we do not advocate deliberate 
selection of off-centered stamps, we do 
think that collectors have created a 
Frankenstein that is bleeding their pock- 
etbooks to no good purpose. 


Your collector of foreign stamps takes 
his additions as they come, always se- 
lecting the best items for the money. 
He seldom, if ever, pays a premium for 
centering. Thumb through the average 
collection of foreign stamps and esti- 
mate the number of perfection copies 
therein. In most cases the percentage 
will be quite small. Yet this fact does 
not detract from the owner’s enjoyment 
of his possessions nor does it elicit crit- 
icism from the onlooker. 

There should be a new standard of 
prices for United States stamps based 
upon good copies. Those who have su- 
perb material would not suffer. Their 
market, already limited, grows narrow- 
er as their sources of supply dwindle 
and prices increase. No standard of 
prices will ever worry the dealer who 
has a fine stock but for the general run 
of offerings on today’s market there 
should be a new standard that can be 
understood and appreciated by every- 
one. 

The creation of such a new standard 
of price based on good condition rather 
than on fine as is now the case will 
mean a standard lower price and should 
mean increased sales and interest in 
19th Century U. S. because it would put 
stamps of the new recognized standard 
of quality within reach of a greater 
number of collectors who could and 
would buy and feel satisfied that their 
purchases were equal to the recognized 
standard quality stamps.

Smudging 

Again rehashing an article dwelt upon in 
weeks gone by anent the overprinting and in 
most cases downright obliterating precancels 
when passing through the mails. As pointed 


out before, this has for a long time been the 
practice when undelivered mail was returned 
to the sender, but we are now speaking of 


parcel post going one way only and not about 
first class mail either. A reader thought that 
I referred to first class mail, that too can be 
sent with precancels but must have an addi- 
tional cancellation before it starts on its jour- 


ney. That’s how most of the Buffalo 124s 
came to be postcancelled. Well, it seems that 
one William Short of Rochester, N. Y., got 


tired of getting his mail all marked up so he 
writes the third assistant postmaster general, 
receiving two very courteous and instructive 
letters which tell a lot. Mr. Short turned 
those letters over to me and I will quote parts 
to show why this smudging is going on. Quot- 
ing Roy Worth, third assistant postmaster 
general: “At some of the larger offices, —, 
postmasters have been instructed by this Office 
to have their carriers run an indelible pencil 
through the precancelled stamps, especially 
those of high denominations, before delivering 
the parcels to the addresses.” And again: 
“There are some unscrupulous dealers who 
make systematic efforts to obtain used, pre- 
cancelled stamps, sort them according to 
cities and exchange them with dealers in 
those places, with the result that the stamps 
may ultimately find their way into the mails

Waterglass 


Was very much pleased to note that the 
department is prohibiting the use of this ob- 
noxious and unnecessary adhesive on parcel 
post mail or that part at least where the 
stamps are. Some few weeks back we asked 
if anyone had found anything whereby at 
least part of the coated stamps we had could 
be saved. We have at hand a note from Jou- 
ett Davenport of Augusta, Ga., who tells how 
he stumbled on a method that he claims saves 
about two-thirds of the stamps. He had been 


getting quite a few precancels coated and 
was soaking them separately and forgot the 
coated ones for about five days. When he 


went to throw out the coated ones he noticed 
the waterglass had turned to a slimy, jelly- 
like coating and with a little gentle rubbing} 
under a hydrant came off readily and left 
the stamp in fairly good shape. Since then 
he has found that a week is not too long to 
soak the coated stamps.
